BUSINESS AND WE ARE DRAWING ALL THE SUPPORT WE CAN FROM OTHER

1) ALLOCATION OF SUFFICIENT FUNDS NOW TO ALLOW THE POST TO 
GIVE OVERTIME PAY TO 5 VISA CLERKS AND 2 VISA OFFICERS FOR APPROX- 
IMATELY 4 HOURS EACH ON SATURDAYS FROM NOW THROUGH JULY ( WE NEED 
TO INITIATE THIS ON MAY 12); 2) AUTHORIZE THE HIRING OF AMERICAN 
DEPENDENTS TEMPORARILY FROM NOW THROUGH SEPT IF SUITABLE NON- 
AMERICAN PERSONS ARE NOT AVAILABLE AS NEEDED TO FILL RECURRING 
CLERICAL VACANCIES ( ONE KEY LOCAL LEAVES MAY 1 1); 3) AUTHORIZE 
AND PROVIDE REQUIRED FUNDING FOR 13 CONSULAR PIT POSITIONS AS 
ALREADY REQUESTED IN PREVIOUS TELEGRAMS TO THE DEPARTMENT. 
HOWEVER,
